The proposed amendments to the claims will not be entered because the limitation "wherein at least one of said profiles specifies 
replacing at least a portion of said text message with an alternative text portion having a same meaning as said replaced portion of said 
text message, said alternative text portion having a shorter length than said replaced portion of said text message" raises new issues that 
would require further consideration and/or search. 

The affidavit filed after the final action will not be entered because Exhibit M B" , dated 12 November, 2002, is relied upon for conception of 
the invention. Claim 1 recites "converting the text message to an alternative text message based upon at least one of a calling party profile 
and a called party profile". There is no teaching of this limitation in any of the Exhibits provided dated prior to the filling date of Marko. 
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
